Visited Sanitorium.

Mr. Montgomery chartered a 
motor car to take him and his mother 
to the sanitorium. 
They started to 


return to the city at about 5:43. 


It was dark and the chauffeur of 


the auto had not jet lighted his head- 
lights. 
The roads weie muddy and 


the chauffeur left the main highway 
to eo down a side-street so that they 
could reach a paved street. The side 
street crossed the streetcar "tracks. 


Auto Is Struck. 


As the automobile reached the grade 
crossing a big street car, going at a 


tremendous rate of speed, 
crossed 


striking the automobile fairly, about 
three feet back from the front of the 
hood. 


The street was slippery and the au- 


tomobile was thrown around so that 
the rear end struck the street car, 
the two sideswiping.

Chinese Admirals Give Out 


Their Version of 


Flight. 


Poking, Oct. M.—There has been a 


sudden relaxation In the c 
and the full text of a joint 
from Admirals Jill-Chens and San- 
Chen-1'lng, in cormrand of ihe war- 
ships off Hankow, Is published In the 
Chinese newspapers. 
It follows: 


"As the second installment ol Ulie 


Tientsin troop arrived at the rher 
station they were attacked by from 
2,000 lo :;,000 rebels. General Chang 
Plao led the troops from Hunan, Hu- 
per and Honan. killing 200 to 300 
rebels. 
They also captured six big 


guns and numerous other -.v'eapons. 
More than 20 loyalist troops were 
killed. 


"Simultaneously Admiral Shah or- 


dered the licet to protect t'ae river 
bank and to prevent reinforcements 
corning from 
Wuchang. The war- 


ships, however, were unable to par- 
ticipate ir. the fighting, being afraid 
of hitting loyal troops. 


"Chang Piao recaptured the sta- 


tion, but had so many rncn wounded 
that he was unable to retain it. 


"The fleet is without coal or rice. 


We can only appeal to the throne to 
send Yin Tchang Immediately with 
artillery."
